OTTAWA, Aug. 13th.—The probable 
effect ot the British increased ‘‘aus- 
terity” measures, which are being 
entorced because of the critical state 
of the country’s economy is naturally 
of concern to:-the Canadian farmer. 
Attention is particularly directed for 
domestic reasons to the decision to 
reduce the imports of food by 
$48,000,000 monthly particularly from 
hard currency countries. 


Not Likely Contracts Affected 


To what extent, it is asked, will 
this affect our food exports? It is 
very unlikely, it is authoritatively 
stated, that the long term contracts 
now existing will in any way be 
affected. ‘lhese include the wheat 
contract which runs to July 3lst, 1950, 
the bacon contract for 1947 and 1948, 
the contract tor 1947 for beef, beef 
Offals, oxtails, mutton and lamb, 
canned luncheon meat and hog casings, 
the contract 1or cheese (to March 
3lst, 1948), for shell eggs (to January 
3lst, 1948), tor sugar dried eggs (to 
January 31st, 1948), tor evaporated 
milk (to March 3lst, 1948), and for 
skim milk powder and fruit pulp 
(to the end o1 1947). : 


Bacon Agreement—Important 
Memorandum 


In a memorandum attached to the 
resent bacon agreement it was stated 
‘~The United Kingdom Government 
intends to purchase 400 million pounds 
of bacon in 1949 at a price to be 
determined in the negotiitions be- 
tween the two Governments during 
January, 1948. It is understood that 
if the U.K., Government, having 
regard to its other commitments, has 
not available sufficient dollars to 

urchase the whole of this quantity 
in 1949 at a price agreed in January, 
1948, further discussions will take 
place with the Canadian Government 
before the beginning of 1949 regarding 
any adjustments that may be necessary 
in regard to the impemeniation of the 
intention set out above.’ 

That is for the future, and it is 
naturally hoped that there will be a 
considerable improvement in_ the 
British economic situation by that 
time. For the period of the contracts, 
the export position of the staple foods 
that have been covered by contracts 
will not in all probability be assailed. 
Provision is also made in the cheese 
contract ending in March, 1948, for 
further purchases in the following 
year of 100,000,000 pounds at prices

Parasites Seen in Europe 
Now for First Time

TAKE CONTROL MEASURES 


Measures Proposed to Combat 
Pests May Be Placed on 
International Basis 


Ne (IFAP News) 

ROME, Italy.—To the many 
other afflictions which are tormenting 
hungry, war-devastated Europe, the 
appearance of new parasites damaging 
to the crops is now announced from the 
temporary headquarters of the Food 
and Agriculture Organization. These 
particular parasites have been ob- 
served in Europe for the first time 
during and.since the war in Rome. 

The FAO has received crop reports 
from 14 countries on the condition 
of the crops, including details of 
these new parasites, and of the damage 
done by diseases and pests which were 
present before the war, and has 
published a list of the parasites whose 
extermination is particularly desirable, 


In Practically All the Countries 


New parasities have been observed 
in practically all the countries in 
question since 1939, though the extent 
of these invasions and the amount of 
damage caused by them differ consider- 
ably between countries. 
been found to predominate among these 
new pests, which, on the whole, appear 
to be transitory, and control measures 
have so far proved successful. Never=

Care of Dairy Utensils 


Many farmers think that after 
washing duiry pails and.- milking 
machine parts and sterilizing them 
with a chlorine solution, they will 


remain sterilized until it is time to : 


milk again. R, P. Dixon, Supervisor 
of Dairy Herd Improvement for the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
says, however, that the chlorine passes 
off between milkings allowing the 
bacteria to grow on the surfaces before 
the next milking time arrives. 

Utensils should be washed and 
sterilized immediately folfowing milk- 
ing, stored on a rack to drain and dry, 
and just before the\next milking they 
should be disinfected again with a 
chlorine rinse solution and the milking 
proceeded with at once. 

As far as the milking machine is 
concerned it must be cleaned im- 
mediately after each milking—just 
as soon as the last cow has been milked. 
Full directions for cleaning and 
sterilizing milking machines can now 
be obtained in mimeograph form by 
writing to the Dairy Branch of the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
Edmonton.

margarine sold this year in the 
Dominion.

Pro on to 1935, no State had statutes authorizing farmers 


Administration; and farmers could not wait for State 
Legislatures to act. There were statutes giving citizens the 
right to set up co-operatives or non-profit organizations. 


But these were often vague.

Pressure by Private Utilities Interests 

By 1936 a total of 7 States showed 
the green light, 4 red, and 37 amber. 
So the question arose: ‘Is a rural 
electric co-operative a public utility 
in the legal sense?’ If so they came 
under the jurisdiction of State public 
utility commissions; if not they were 
tree to go ahead. The battle was then 
on, tremendous pressure being brought 
by private utilities demanding R.E.A 
be declared public utilities. 

R.E.A. legal staff held that state 
commissions were created to protect 
the public against extortionate rates, 
inflated securities, etce., with poor 
power as provided by private power 
corporations with only profit seeking 
motives. 

R.E.A., on the other hand, would 
make no profits, declare no dividends, |} 
issue no securities, and would serve 
at cost to their members. 

Some states yielded, some did noty 
and the warfare still goes on. 

Four states in the Northeastern 
part of the U.S. have no R.E.A. 
In all others, partial development 
has gone on. The State of Washington 
early showed the green light, as did 
Utah by Supreme Court Decisions 
in favor ot R.H.A. 

Right-oi-Way Problem 

Next came the right-of-way problem. 
In some states R.E.A. had no right of 
eminent domain. Highways were 
already cluttered with telephone, tele- 
graph and other power lines. There 
were no specific laws applicable to 
R.E.A., but highway officials were 
generally sympathetic. Where not, 
the lines had to be routed through 
fields. 

After six years of battling, R.E.A. 
drafted a uniform act to give the right 
to go ahead in all States. In the fall

of 1940, only 4 states stillshowed the 
stop light red signal,.but 23 showed 
the green “Go Ahead”, and 21 still 
showed Amber. 

The legal diyision had jto protect 
the Government loan. This was new 
to the attorneys of the Co-operatives, 
so they asked help of General Counsel 
in order to expedite the building of 
lines. A maze of intricate problems 
arose. Over 2,000 legal opinions have 
been written. There were a million 
“easements” tor right-of-way. 

A new body of law was virtually 
created in that five years ‘the law 
of rural electrification through co-op 
enterprise’. The end is not yet, 
but building still goes on. 
Installation Costs Drastically Cut 


Cost per mile has been reduced from 
$2000 to $3000 per mile to under 
$1200. Transformers, originally 360, 
have been reduced through large 
quantity buying and new designs, to 
$21 each. Meters were reduced trom 
$10.40 to $6.05. Another cost reduc- 
tion came through standardizing volt- 
age to a rating of 7200 volts. 

Congress provided a low interest 
rate from the customary 6%, which 
saved rural’ users $10,000,000 a year. 
Re workmen’s compensation, new rates 
were worked out after many conter- 
ences. Premiums were reduced 25% 
by insurance companies; contractors’ 
bonds 50%; public liability and pro- 
perty damage 33%; and fidelity bonds 
45%. [none year these items amounted 
to $1,443,250 saving. Nor is that all. 
R.E.A. required all premises Of mem- 
bers be wired in accordance with 
standards of the safety code. Then 
R.E.A. demanded a reduction from 
fire insurance companies, On premiums, 
The State ot Kansas has allowed a 
10% reduction, It is expected that 
other states will follow. 

Uniform accounting was adopted; 
also scheduled management and 
streamline construction. 

The last mentioned was perfected 
to a 60% speed up. Last year, 
500 miles per day was being built 
in different parts of the U.S. 

_ The over-all cost of building rurad 
lines has been drastically reduced by 
R.E.A. In 1936, costs averaged $959 
per mile or about one half the cost 
of reported private industry lines. 
Sinco/that date, costs have been re- 
duced still lower. 


Encourage Self-Help 


The Government help in establishing 
R.E.A. was not a work of charity, but 
ot encouraging self-help'of farmers on 
sound financial and engineering prin- 
ciples. Uncle Sam was willing to help 
unserved farmers who were willing 
to undertake to repay all the loans in 
time. ‘The farmers on large holdings 
or in Out of the way places, received 
the benefits along with small farmers 
in thickly settled parts. The set-up 
meant organization from the local 
areas, 

After incorporation through a tem- 
porary committee until a permanent 
board is set up at the first annual 
meeting, insurance is taken to protect 
the co-op and all persons employed 
in development. Then a membership 
drive is on, when signers are asked to

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FOOD AGREEMENTS WITH BRITAIN 


On another page our Ottawa correspondent 
discusses the probable effect of the policies adopted 
by the British Government in an effort to surmount 
the “dollar” crisis. It is believed in Ottawa, he points 
out, that existing contracts for the delivery of 
Canadian farm products will not be affected by the 
measures which Britain has been compelled to take 
to protect her position. : 

If this judgment should prove to be correct 
(and the expectation that it will seems reasonable) 
the good sense and foresight of those who were 
responsible for the continuation of marketing agree- 
ments during the post-war reconstruction period 
will have been established even sooner than might 
have been anticipated. 

It may be made quite clear at an early date that 
marketing agreements have been to the advantage 
of ‘both the Canadian producers and the British 
consumers of our products—as the organized farmers 
who asked for them expected that they would be. 

* * * 

Of course, proof of the wisdom of the policy of 
marketing by long term agreement is one thing. 
The basis on which payment is made by the Canadian 
Government to the Canadian producer is another. 
Bases for payment which were acceptable some time 
ago, may today be found to be “‘out of line”’ in view of 
the substantial increases in production and living 
costs which have taken place. 

What agriculture must have is stability of prices 
of farm products ‘at a level fair in relation to the 


costs of farm operation.

TRAGIC IRONY 


At a lunch counter the other day we discussed 
the British economic crisis with a young Canadian 
who made a first class record overseas during the 
recent war. He is well established in civil life now, 
but he had just returned from summer training at 
an army camp, and the opinions he expressed were 
not merely his own. They represented, it was clear, 
the consensus of many comrades with whom he had 
passed those weeks of training. 

Broadly speaking, his view of the situation in 
Britain might be stated thus (he had something to 
say about Holland too, and about his admiration

The ending of lend-lease within .a few days of 
the surrender of Japan left Britain without the means 
to effect a smooth readjustment of her. industrial 
production—a gradual conversion of plant to 
peace-time uses. This abrupt stoppage of lend-lease, 
even as supplies required by Britain were on the 
high seas, was the first grave post-war blow to the 
British economy. ae 

The loan to Britain, granted later on onerous 
terms in an amount roughly equal to the cost to 
the United States of carrying on the war for two or 
three weeks, was never regarded as adequate even 
by the late Lord Keynes. It is true that after failing 
to obtain the much larger sum that he considered 
the safe ntinimum, he recommended acceptance of 
the lower figure as better than nothing. There 
were British financial authorities who thought that 
no loan at all would have been better; while on the 
other hand; United States leaders f ound it necessary 
to invoke fear of Russia, as a means of insuring 
approval of the loan by Congress.

That, of course, is’a very old story now, but the 
young veteran’s remark recalled it to mind, and it © 
is appropriate that it should be so recalled at this 
time.

LONDON, Eng.—Stressing his con- 
viction that the United States must 
in her own ‘interest assist in the 
development of plans for the restora- 
tion of countries whose standards 
have been lowered by the recent war, 
Viscount Bruce ot Melbourne, former 
Prime Minister of Australia, recom- 
mended complete candor on the part 
of the British people in discussing such 
matters with Americans. 


Lord Bruce’s; call for candor was 
made in the course of a speeéhsin the 
House of Lords on the report of the 
Preparatory Commission of World 
Food Proposals, to which general 
support had been given in behalf of 
the British Government by Viscount 
Jowitt, the Lord Chancellor. 

“Of course,” Lord Bruce said, 
“there are a great number of Americans 
who say, ‘Well, when is America 
going to cease to be the fairy god- 
mother of the world?’ They are quite 
convinced that they,are doing all this 
in the interests of the poor nations of 
the world, and quite overlook the tact 
that— , 
the nation most vitally concerned 
by all this ts America herself, 
because she is the country with the 


great production, and if she cannot ._ 


sell that production, then it ts 
inevitable that she must come to 
egonomic disaster. America is the 
country most vitally concerned, 
and we must say so.” 


Not Charity--Enkightened Self 
Interest 


Lord Bruce welcomed the recent 
statement by Dean Acheson, for many 
years in the U.S. State Department, 
that assistance given by the United 
States towards world recovery “is 
not charity; it is enlightened self- 
interest”; and -he expressed total 
disagreement with those who said: 
‘‘We ought to be very tactful with the 
Americans: ‘The Australian added 
that the Americans “are a_ virile, 
forthright people, and they like plain- 
speaking. ‘Tell them the tacts, speak 
out, and America will neyer resent it. 
If, you try and be tac with them 
you will come to disaster.” 

Dealing with the original proposals 
for a world food plan submitted to 
the Copenhagen Conference by Sir 
John Orr last September (President 
Hannam of the Canadian TFederation 
of Agriculture was a Canadian dele- 
gate—Editor, W, F. L.),. Lord Bruce 
pointed out that these had both a 
humanitarian and an economic aspect. 
The humanitarian aspect was the rais- 
ing of the dietary standard of the people 
in all countries of the world. ‘This 
implied the economic objective—the 
stimulation of agriculture the world 
over which would naturally be a 


- consequence Of raising food standards. 


And as agriculture is incomparably 
the greatest industry in the world, 
employing about 60% of all people 
gainfully engaged, advancement of 
agriculture would »probably be the 
best way,t9,promote a general economic 
advance, the report indicated. 

It was the task of the Preparatory 
Commission to consider ways and 
means for the implementation of these 
proposals. ‘the Commission soon 
realized that they could not think 
, erely in terms of food consumption

and agriculture, but had to get down 
to the fundamentals of the world econo- 
mic situation, In considering the facts, 
agreement was easily reached, and the 
Report cogtains not one dissenting 


view or réservation, a remarkable 
achievement for an_ international - 
conference. 


One-Third Below Standard 


_ Even in the two richest countries, 
it was shown, Britain and the United 
States, one-third of thé people were 
living on a diet below the ‘standard 
necessary for health in the years 
before the war. Many countries are go- 
ing ahead to improve their dietary stan- 
dards. But if the maximum progress 
is to be achieved, it must have a direct 
relation to the general economic situa- 
tion, the Commission found. It 
pointed out too, that the majority of 


countries could raise their dietary 
standard be developing their own 
agriculture, 


Obviously it is impossible for the 

high standard countries to produce 
the food for the low standard countries 
since these could not pay forthe food. 
With modern methods, however, these 
countries could considerably increase 
their own food production. This 
would require a much reduced labour 
force, and any agricultural develop- 
ment should, therefore, be accompanied 
by aprallo| industrial development. 
Lhe start would have to be modest; 
One would begin with the first process- 
ing Of agricultural products, employing 
peopfe on the spot. ‘ Then progressive 
expynsion would follow until great 
schemes like water-works, irrigation 
plans and power. projects were -carried 
out. * 
Such plans would @st a great deal 
of money and require large external 
tredits. Nevertheless; the task must 
be undertaken. It is the greatest blot 
on our civilization, the Commission 
indicated, that there are tens. of 
millions of people,in the world living 
at a standard far below the level 
necessary for health. On humanitarian 
grounds there caa be no disagreement 
on the necessity of the task. 


ies 
Necessary on Economic Grounds 


But it is no less urgent on economic 
grounds. During the,First World War 
world agricultural production was ex- 
panded by about 40 per cent. After 
the end of the war, everything went well 
for some years till the devastation of 
war was repaired. Then production, 
which had been stimulated tor the war 
effort, far exceeded the existing pur- 
chasing power .and every country 
began to protect its own economy by 
tariffs, quotas “and other controls. 


The result was the big crisis of 1929- - 


1932 with all its unemployment and 
sulfering. 
and Economic’ Conference of 1933 
the’ représentatives of 65 nations 
reached only one conclusion—that 
the way to-deal with the crisis was to 
restrict production. ~ 


Restricted Production Would Bripg 
isaster 

As Lord Bruce pointed out, he did 
not accept this conclusion-as Australian 
delegate at the London Conference. 
He emphasized then that restriction 
of production would lead to the worst 
social upheaval that the world had 
ever seen, ‘creating a breeding ground 
for Nazism, Fascism and Communism”. 
Restriction of production proved a 
complete failure and by 1938 the world 
was heading for another depression 
when the Second World War intervened. 
In the meantime opinions changed 
and everybody now is in tavor of 
production and consumption. 

During World War II production 
increased much more than during the

First-World War. In North America 
alone industrial production had risen 
by over 100 per cent and agricultural 
production by about 30 per cent, 
compared with 35 per cent, and 10 
per cent, respectively. 

Now everybody is busy with 
restocking, re-equipment and res- 
toration of the war devastations; 
but when this is finished thereis the 
reat danger that there will again not 
fe enough purchasing power to 
absorb the greatly increased produc- 
tion and the world may experience 
a depression even worse than in 
1929-1932. Such a depression may 
lead to the unemployment of as 
many as 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
people in the United States. 

Britain’s Diificult Position 
Lord Bruce drew attention to Bri- 
tain’s difficult position. She is at 
present using the U.S. and Canadian 
loans. But she must find a way to 
pay out of her own resources for her ne- 
cessaryimports. After her war sacrifice 
of foreign income, she will have to rely 
primarily on her exports to meet 
her commitments as her Government 
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has clearly recognized. fort it is not 
enough to produce for export. Britain, 
must also know where she is to sell, 
her products. Beiore the war markets 
were not big enough to absorb what 
the various nations wanted to export. 
The result was protectionism. The 
United States is now far more depend- 
ent on exports than before the war, 
as Dean Acheson recently pointed out. 
This makes Britain’s problem even 
more difficult. Another American 
credit: might be useful, Lord Bruce 
said, but only provided that as a 
result of it Britain would get to the 
position where she could meet her 
Obligations out of her own resources. 
This could be achieved by resolute 
implementation of international co-. 
operation for the expansion of world 
trade through the agencies of the 
United Nations. Failing this, expan- 


sion could be achieved through co- 


peration within the sterling group 
over a more limited area. This method 
would be only second best and should 
not be adopted unless the attempt at 
world wide co-operation tails, said 
Lord Bruce.

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Care Is Needed to Prevent 
Weed Fiavors 


Special care is required at this time 
of year to prevent weed flavors on 
milk and cream, states the Dairy 
Branch of the Provinciat Department 
of Agriculture. Stinkweed, the source 
of one of the most disagreeable of these 
flavors, makes rapid growth on sum- 
merfallow early in the fall and may be 
eaten by cows when in the tender 
stage. Wherever possible, milk cows 
should be kept off all pastures and 
fields infested with this weed. If this 
is impossible the cows should be 
removed from stinkweed infested fields« 
at least three or four hours before 
milking. ‘he longer the interval the 
less the possibility of tainted milk. 

Another source of stinkweed flavor , 
is the screening at threshing settings 
which contain stinkweed seeds. The 
substance causing the distinctive flavor 
of stinkweed is highly concentrated 
in these seeds. All screenings around 
threshing machines should be removed 
or burned before allowing milk cows 
to pasture such fields. 

If taint is suspected, each cow 
should be milked into an empty pail, 
so that by taste and smell the cows 
producing the tainted milk can be 
determined. The tainted milk can 


then be separated by itself or used 
for feeding live stock on the farm. 
Carefully check and test the flavor 
of cream from each individual separa- 
tion before adding to the shipping can.

invasion still- exists, and 
vigilance .is required.

Of the diseases and pests which had 
been observed prior to the War, the 
Colorado Beetle has spread to the 
largest extent, entering Austria in 
1940, Czechoslovakia in 1945, and, 
after traversing all Germany, reaching 
Poland last year. The 
Beetle was previously known to infest 
virtually all French European territory, 
and to have penetrated into Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Luxembourg, and 
Switzerland. 

_ The San Jose Seale was observed 
in Hungary as early as 1926, in Austria 
In 1932, Switzerland in 1939, and in 
parts of France. ; 

_ Diseases of Potatoes 

Potato eelworm, which was wide- 
spread in the Netherlands, Germany, 
and Denmark before the war, has 


recently been found in Poland, while. 


wart disease of the potato, though 
still a scourge of general importance, 


has become less dangerous since the - 


devélopment of resistant varieties of 
the plant. 
The silver gamma moth, which is 


very cOMmon in many countries, and. 


was formerly considered harmless, 
bred to such an extent in 1946 that 
it caused serious damage, particularly 
in the Netherlands, Denmark, and 
Norway. 

Lists of undesirable parasites 
naturally vary according to the 
country, but many pests are common 
to a number of countries. Thus, 
Belgium and Luxembourg are par- 
ticularly troubled with the San Jose 
Seale while the Scandinavian countries 
suffer largely from the Colorado 
Beetle. Lands with milder climate 
are menaced by the Mediterranean 
fruit fly, the Argentine ant and chest- 
nut blight. A number of nations are 
proposing that measures for combatting 
pests and diseases should be formulated 
On an international basis.

Belgium is also in the market, and 
from present indications there is not 
likely to be any surplus this tall and 
vinter. It looks rather as if there will 
be hardly enough to go around. When 
the British renewal was declared off, 
prices slumped a bit, but it is to be 
noted that this applies only to lower 
grades. Prices continued firm for the 
better grades, and this fact is empha- 
sized by departmental officials as sup- 
porting the contention of Dominion 
and Provincial Departments of Agri- 
culture that there is always a ready 
market for quality products. 

There is the general truth in relation 
to the meat situation that has to: be 
borne in mind, it is stated, and that is 
that all kinds ot meats are in short 
supply and prices abnormally high. 
‘The number ot beef cattle is down in 
Canada and although there has been 
some increase in hog production, it 
hasn’t been nearly enough to fill the 
gap between supply and demand. 


Concern re Western Harvest 


There has never in history been so 
Mmucb concern throughout the country 
n the condition of Western crops, 
ecause of the poor situution of har- 
vests in the East as well. The subsidies 
on feed grains have been renewed, and 
the freight assistance policy continued, 
but it is pretty clear that careful 
feeding methods will have to be fol- 
‘lowed and it will be only those-farmers 
who pra¢tice good farm management 
that wit get through. _ 

It maybe stated with certainty at 
this tinid that the general reeling of 
the farming population ot Canada is 
one of less concern fer themselves than 
for the people of Britain, who have 
gone through so much, made such 
efforts pre endured such _ sacrifices 
during &he war and its aftermath and 
who are facing their present economic 
crisis witk such admirable fortitude.

Chocolate Cake.—Cream 1/2 cup 
butter; sift 2 cups flour, 1-1/2 tsp. 
soda, 1 tsp. salt, and add to butter, 
with 1-1/4 cups honey, 1/3 cup water, 
1 tsp. vanilla, 2 eggs; mix well and 
beat one minute; add 2-1/2 squares 
melted chocolate, and another 1/3 cup 
water and beat 2 minutes.

C.F.A. in Freight Rates Battle.— 
The farm organizations in the Western 
and Eastern Provinces of Canada 
have put up & real fight against the 
request by the railways for a 30 per 
cent increase in freight rates. 

At first it looked as though we would 
not get a chance to present our position 
before a Provincial hearing. The 
Board ‘of :'Transport Commissioners 
were not anxious to extend the hearing,

and naturally, the railway counsellors ° 


were ‘Opposed. However, pressure 
from all sections and groups in the 
West prevailed, and we were given 
a chance to tell our story to the 
Board at Edmonton. 

After cOmpleting the ‘tour of the 
Western Provinces, the ‘Transport 
Board returned to Ottawa. On July 


15th, Herb Hannam, [President of 
the C.I.A. presented a final brief on 


behalt of: Agriculture. In .preparing 
this briet no pains were spared in getting 
information on Agricultural conditions 
across Candida and in building up a 


‘strong case’ showing how disastrous 


a 30 per cent increase On freight rates 
would be to Agriculture. 

A copy of the brief presented by 
the C.I.A. has been received at the 
Alberta Federation office, and we do 
not hesitate to say that the Economist 
who helped prepare the miterial did 
an efficient job. The case rests with the 
Board of Transport Commissioners. 
They have a tremendous responsibility. 
We can only await the decision. 


Federation Executive , Meet.—'The 
Executive of the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture met in Calgary on 
August Sth and 6th. Chairman 
Roy C. Marler, was in the chair.

Reply to Enquiry 
Old Homestead and Mineral Rights 


C.G.—The question of whether or 
not your title for homestead should 
include mineral rights depends upon 
the time your patent was issued and 
not on the date when you filed on the 
homestead. If you actually received 
your patent in 1902, you should have 
the; mineral rights, but if your patent 
was not issued until a later date you 
probably do not .have them, as the 
Government passed an Act which 
provided that after the date of the 
Act all minerals would -be reserved to 
the Crown. 

You should examine your Certificate 
o1 1itle and it will show whether or 
not you have the mineral rights.
